The Tariff Commission.

It is very doubtful whether the tariff
commission will be of any real use to the
country. If they should happen to be
men pre-eminently fitted for the work
their labors would bave a fruitful result ;
but the chance of getting such men on
the commission is exceedingly small.
The president’s appointees possibly may
be’such men,but the chance that they are
is quite infinitesimal. About the fitness
of most of them the general public have
little knowledge. One of the best known,
Mr. Phelpg of Missouri, has resigned.
TlLe chairman ex-Vice President Wheel-
er bas been sufliciently bLefore the coun-
try to satisfy it that he is not peculiarly
adapted for this new duty. All or nearly
all the members are said to favor a high
tariff. This is probably an error, due to
the fact that free traders consider every
one who favors any protective duty to
be a high tariff man. DBut several mem-
bers are said to be in the employ of pro-
tective lariff associations ; which, of
course, is nol fair totheother side, whose
special attorneys, such as David A.Wells,
find no place on the commission.

It was undoubtedly a diflicult body to
select. If tariflf specialists had been
selected from the two sides the conse-
quence would have been alively antagon-
isin on the commission from the start,
but it would have had the good result of
getiting before the public everylhing
that is in the tariff question. The re.
sult might lLave been to have left the
public mind in a more muddled state
than ever § it would bhardly have settled
public sentiment. DBut no tarifil com-
mission. even of angels, would ever do
that. We are not permitted to deny that
it is beyond Almighty power to achieve
this thing, but nothing short of it will
work the miracle. And yet it is a very
simple matter apparently about which
we should all agree. And we all
would agree if our interests werealike.
But the Almighty has made us so that
wae cannot help looking after number one.
The nation looks after 1ts own interests
and levies a duty to protect ils indus-
tries. The merchant, however, cannot
sece that his interest is the same as that
of the manufacturer ; free trade suits
him best, and he strikes for it.

What is the use of any sel of seven or
seventy men attempting to instruet the
public mind upon the real truth of the
tariff issue when the true inwardness
of the matter lies in the diflerent ways
in whieh it affects each cilizen’s pocket ¥
Tley way do a little good skirmishing
work in th:e way of regulating the tarifl,
but i tariff the mining and manufactur-
ing industries of the country are strong
enough to command and will have, and
8> Lthe commercial people must be con-
tent to make the best of the situation.

The Senate Democrats are said to be
nearly unanimous in Ltheir disposition
to refuse to confirm the president’s ap-
pointments on the commission. If they
consider them uunfit they should do so,
though Lhey are not likely to get men to
suit them better. Congress had it in its
power to sclect the men to whom it was
willing to trust the matter of tariff re.
vision and was not wise in confiding
their selection to Mr. Arthur. A good
commission could have been selected
from the congressmen themselves, who
ought to be well posted in the economice
considerations involved in thg issue. A
better one might have been taken from
the whole bLody of the people, but such
an ignoramus in slate craft as Arthur
wias not the best man to make, the deli-
cate selection.

It is
now less than three weeks until
the convention meets, und the Kr-
aminer’s dispatch is the first intima-
tion we have had of thisx *‘ secret set-
up ;” if it is kept secret much lohger it
will be apt to spoil. Demoecratic con-
ventions are apt to make very shori
work of ** secret set-ups.”

We need not add that we do not for a
moment credit the pretended informa
tion sent to the Eraixiner from Wash-
ington. It is not by any means certain
that the surest way to the Demo-
craiic nomination  for president in
1884 is by the Democratic nomination
and election to the governorship thisfall
in a triangular contest. And if Mr.Ran-
dall has aspirations to the presidency
and governorship, or if his friends have
such desigos for him, he and they know
very well that there would be no better
way to kill bim off than to make up a
* secret set-up” in his behalf.

The truth is that nobody knows what
will be the outcome of the Democratic
state convention this year. A very large
majority of its members,we are satisfied,
will go to it, like those from Lancaster
county, uniostructed, unpledged and
uncommitted to any interést except that
of the whole party.as that interest may be
made manifest when the representatives
of the whole party shall come Logether-
In this state of uncertainty the news.

formed that Randall and Wallace are in
a combination to nominate Trunkey ;

terview with Mr. Wallace in Pittshurgh
represents him as saying * that Mr.

milch cows, increase of 39 per ceut. ;
other cattle, 66 per cent. ; sheep, 24 per
cent, ; and swine 90 per cent.

A Club Urganized to Advance ihe Antl-
Eoss Ticker in the Canvass.

A club bas been formed in this cily
under the name of * The Independent
Itepublican clab of Berks county,”
Among the members of the club are the
tollowing : General D. MeM. Gregg,
whose gallact deeds during the war of
the rebellion may bLe read in history :
Rickard T. Leaf, a prominent iron mauvufae-
turer: Thomas D, Stichter and Henry
Epplheimer, leading merchants; J. IL
Cheetham, a prominent business man ;
Dr. W. F. Muhleuberg, Nicholas Mublen-
berg. A. D. Miiler, Cyrus G. Derr, Biay-
ton McKuight, esqs,, and others. The
character of these men, like Bangquo's
glass, siuws us :pany more. The club
adcptc i resolution approving the course
of Jiun A, Sheetz and J. Hunter Clingon,
the eilis county delegates to the Phila
delpuit convention, and also issued au ad-
dress Lo tuwe Republican voters of Berks
couu'y, which begins by declaring that :

Independent Movements in Huntingdon,

It bas just become known that a mcet-
ing of leuding Independeuts was heid at
Huctingdon on Monday ecvening last, at
which the chaivman of the regular Repub-
lican county committee presided, and at
which one-half of those present were mem-
bers of the committee, including one of
the sceretaries. It was resolved that the
Independents of the connty organize with
the present committec as a basis and that
it be continued during the ensuing year
A commirttee of seven was appointed to
Araft a declaration of principles and tore-
port at the next meeting. The Independ-
ents declare that they will not go outsiide
of the party, but will nominate a ticket in
accordance with the party usages and
compel the Stalwarts to support it or to
beeome the kickers.

Mr. Junkin's Lelter ot Accepinncie.

George Junkin who was nominated by
tho Independent Republican state conven-
tion for the supremeo judgeship, has ac-
cepted the nomination by letter, addressed
to President Foster and Secretary Leach,
saying : “Yours of the 5th iust., inform-
‘ing me that I had becn unanimously nom-
inated by the Independent Republican
state convention, held in Philadelphia on
May 2{th ult., as a candidate for the office
of judge of the supreme court of the eom-
monwealth, was received yesterday.

**1 have neither sought nor desired this
high oflice. T most heartily sympathize
with the principles that ecalled forth the
conveution, and upon which, as a broad
aud wise platform, it placed itself. Unless
the Lepublican party be pervaded and con-
trolled in its action by them its mission,
for the country’s goed, has ceased,

‘I the use of my name can, in any de-
uree, assist in inducing all true Repubii
cans Lo act upon theso principles and to
place the eontrol of the party in the party
itsell, it is my duty not to withhold it.

*1, therefore, cordially and gratefully
aceepl this nomination ; and, it elected, I
will endeavor to discharge the duties of
this oflice to the best of my abilicy,"”

TUHE TARKIFY COFGAMISSIONERS.

What Fuoy Are—A Close Vote on Confirna-
tion Probable,

Twenty four of the Democratic senators
held a eaucus last evening to interchange
views in regard to the fitness of the presi-
dent’s nomination of tariff eommisssoners.

No attempt was made to procuro caucus
action on the question, and at the conela
sion of the conference every sonator was
lei't free to vote upon it in executive ses-
sion according to his own judgment or
his individual bias. It was developed,
however, that the Democratic senators are
practically unanimous in holding that the
commission is unfairly constituted, and
should therciore be rejected.

The ground was taken Ly nearly all the
speakers (including Senator Bayard and
some others who voted for the tarifl com-
mission bill) that the proposed member-
ship of the commission is wholly incon-
sistent with the avowed purpose of the
bill, which contemplated an impartial
investigation and looked to recommeunda-
tions that should be free from the suspi-
cions ol self-interest.

It was asserted that two of the nomi-
nees, namcly, Messre, 1lays, of Massachu-
sotts, aud Garland, of Illinois, are salaried
oflicers of a protective high tarilf assceia-
tion, and that a third, Mr, Porter, is *“ a
stipendiary of the same organization."

Messrs. Oliver, of Denunsylvania, aml
Kenner. of Louisiana, were eriticised as
being likewise champions of protection
for special interest who might well be ex-
pected to combine with the above named
members in the interest of high taviff gen-
crally,

Mr. Underwood, of Georgia, was referred
to as *‘an obscure old man,”’ nominated at
the instance of Georgia proteclonists, and
Mr. Ambler, of Ohio, (whom Scirator Pen-
dleton declared he had never heard of
until nominated for a place ou the commis-
sion, ) although regarded, 1o some extent,
as an “‘uncertain quantity,”” was generally
believed by the members of the caucus to
be also a friend of hizh tarift. Mr. Wheeler
of New York, has, it was said, a leaning
in Lthe same direction,

The seventh gentleman nominated for
membership—Mr. Phelps, of Missouri—
was spoken of as a tarill’ reformer, but it
was also aunounced that he had declined
the appointment.

In discussing the personnel of the com-
mission as a whole, several senators ex-
pressed serious doubts as to the intellect-
ual competence of the proposed Commis-
sioners to investigate a subject of such
dificuity and complexity as the tariff,
and to give Congress advice with regard
to it which wonld have real value and im-
portance.

So far as ean be ascertained, there are
only two of the Demacratic Senators will-
ing to vote for the confirmation of the
commissioners, namely, Messrs. Brown,
of Georgia, and Jonas, of Louisiana, both
of whom feel measurably bound to do so by
reason of their having respectively recom-
mended two of the members appointed.

On the other hand, it is understood that
Senators Van Wyck and Ingalls will vote
with the body of the Demoecrats against
confirmation.

In this event the determination of the
question will probably rest with the two
members of the * Independent party’ in
the Senzte—Senators David Davis and
Malkone.

The Senate finance committee, by a
party vote (Messrs. Bayard and Beck vot-
lug negatively), decided to report the
names of the eommissiouers for confirma-
tion,
